NAME AND ADDRESS. Be sure that your name and address are 
written plainly. Write in the proper place on the order blank: 
Post Office, County, Rural Delivery, Box Number and nearest 
Express Office. 


ORDER EARLY. We endeavor to ship all orders within 24 hours 
after we receive them, but as the numerous bulbs listed here are 
not all available at the same time we will ship each variety as 
soon as ready and in good season for planting. 


INSPECTIONS. In California and many other states all bulbs are 
subject to examination by Agricultural inspectors at destination. 
This means that each shipment received into our warehouse is 
carefully inspected and all packages sent to customers by Parcel 
Post or Express are also examined at destination before being 
released. This may cause a certain delay in final delivery but is a 
great safeguard to your garden. 


REMITTANCES. Should be made by post office money order, ex- 
press money order, or bank draft, for a sufficient amount to cover 
the entire order and postage, if any. Do not send currency. 
Should it be lost there is no recourse. Stamps of three-cent de- 
nominations will be accepted for small amounts. 


FOREIGN PARCEL POST. The parcel post rate to foreign coun- 
tries is 14c per pound. Foreign correspondents should add a 
sufficient amount to cover postage at this rate, and in addition, 
on orders amounting to less than $5.00, please include 50c to cover 
the cost of documents and packing. 


ERRORS. While we exercise the utmost care in filling orders we 
find that occasionally errors occur, in which event we ask you to 
please notify us promptly and we suggest that you keep copy of 
your orders for comparison. 


PRICES. In the event of unforeseen circumstances, prices are 
subject to change without notice. 


CALIFORNIA RETAIL SALES TAX ACT. California customers 
please add to the total amount of your order the State Retail 
Sales Tax as follows: 0c to 14c—no tax; 15c to 59c—I1c; 60c to 99c

COLORFUL RANUNCULUS 


Plant these in quantity for cut flowers or garden show 


During recent years the Ranunculus has become one of our most pop- 
ular early spring blooming flowers, being used extensively for massed 
beds or borders. They may be planted from September to February or 
March, the earlier planting, however, will produce a more sturdy 
growth and a greater number of flowers over a longer blooming period. 
Plant with the claws downward; set a few inches apart in the row and 
cover to a depth of 2 to 8 inches. The general cultural directions for 
Ranunculus are practically the same as those for Anemones to which 
please refer.

Plant Them as a Border for Your Ranunculus 


With their bright and varied colors Anemones make a splendid show- 
ing during the spring and should be planted extensively in bold masses. 
They are also excellent as cut flowers and make pleasing bouquets. 
Plant during fall and winter in slightly raised beds on well drained land 
where they will not get too much water. Set the bulbs 5 to 6 inches apart 
and 2 to 3 inches deep with the pointed ends downward. Keep them on 
the dry side at all times if possible. Bandini Gro-Rite applied at the 
rate of % pound to the square yard and well mixed in the soil is a 
suitable and safe fertilizer.

Freesias may be planted from July until January. They are easily 
grown, blossoin freely early in the spring and the bulbs will multiply and 
continue blooming for years. The soil should be well prepared and 
ue they grow well in full sun, they also may be planted in partial 
shade. 


Plant the bulbs, with pointed end up, 1 to 2 inches apart and cover to 
a depth of about 2 inches. Instead of just a single row, place the bulbs 
to make a row about 8 or 4 inches wide; this will give a very nice effect. 


Freesias may be left in the ground from year to year, or if they are 
taken up it should be done after the foliage has become entirely cured 
or dry.

In Southern California, planting season begins August 1 and continues 
throughout the fall and winter months. August and September plant- 
ings should bloom by November. To prolong the blooming season, cut 
flowers regularly to prevent their forming seed pods. Sweet Pea seeds 
require cool soil to sprout and if planted during the warm season the 
seed bed should be shaded with a light covering of small twigs, or dis- 
carded garden plants or similar material, to keep the surface cool. 
Sweet Peas respond to fertilization and a liberal amount of barnyard 
manure, Bandini Gro-Rite and organic matter should be used in pre- 
paring the soil. Over-watering after they begin to bloom may cause 
the buds to drop without opening, in which event, withhold water.
